Acting o b i an appeal by a Lancas­ 
ter County m an convicted on book­ 
making charges in Decem ber 1952, 
Judge Robert E Woodside upheld 
the conviction, ruling th a t “Penn­ 
sylvania has never m ade it a crim e 
for a public officer to tap a tele­ 
phone wire to obtain evidence.’*! 
The appellant, Isaac Chaitt, was 
convicted in the court of sessions 
rn L ancaster, fined and given a 
prison sentence. 
Asks For Rule 
In hts appeal, he conceded th a t1 
it had been the practice in state 
courts to adm it wire tapping evi- j 
dence but he asked the Superior 
Court to “ prom ulgate a rule of 
evidence, applicable to the courts 
of this state, that any evidence ob­ 
tained by tapping a telephone wire 
should not be adm issable.” 
Judge Woodside cited a long his­ 
tory of legal decisions to uphold 
I the m ajority opinion that wire-tap­ 
ping evidence does not violate the 
Fourth, Fifth or F o u r t e e n t h 
am endm ents nor section BOS of the 
Federal

to m ean that evidence obtained by 
tapping telephone wires is not ad­ 
m issable in Federal courts.

fir FORREST EDWARDS 
HANOI. Indochina IIF—'Vietminh 
m ortars shelled French arm y head­ 
quarters at Son Tay, 25 m iles 
northwest of Hanoi, last night and 
sniper w arfare rang through the 
streets of the defense outpost town 
of 6.000. 
A French arm y spokesm an said 
civilians were moving out of Son 
Tay as rebel pressure built up in 
that sector and across the northern 
Red River delta defense area. 
Forty-one rebels were reported 
killed and 17 captured in various 
actions during the night. There was 
no announcement of French losses. 
Between Son Tay and Hanoi Viet­ 
minh guerrillas attacked a French 
highway guard patrol but were 
driven off by a tank squadron that 
rum bled out of Son Tay to the 
rescue.

Gov. John S. Fine of Pennsylvania 
has predicted that m ining will be

The Panther Valley m ines were 
closed last May 3, because of what 
the com pany called “ trem endous 
financial losses."

for June 7. Some of the United

W orkers 
m em bers 
in

region failed to respond to the of­ 
fer. however, and the company 
c l o s e d operations perm anently 
June 30. 
E arlier. Fine presided at a m eet­ 
ing of the G overnors’ Fuel Confer­ 
ence, which chief executives of 
nine coal-producing states called 
upon congress to im pose 
strict 
curbs on im ports of residual oil 
to relieve w idespread unem ploy­ 
m ent in the N ation’s coal fields. 
The nine governors also asked 
for a congressional investigation 
into plans for operating the fuel 
industry in w ar tim e. 
The Conference agreed to push 
for a system of quotas on residual 
oil to cut foreign supplies by about 
two thirds. Spokesmen for the coal 
industry contend that yearly im ­ 
ports of 
136 million 
barrels of 
residual oil are depriving thousands 
of m iners of work.
